BASSETT INQUEST 


TOMORROW; FORSEE 


ACCIDENT VERDICT 


Testimony of Witnesses to be Taken 


in Municipal Court Room—Think 


Train Caused Death. 


Arrangements were made today to 
hold the inquest inquiring into the 
death of Elmer Bassett, fifty-three,

found with a fractured skull on the 
Northwestern 
tracks

Main street at 
two a. m. 
bunday 
morning, 
tomorrow morning in the 


municipal court room. 
Witnesses were subpoened today. 
Evidence of murder 
parallel so 
closely those of accidental death from 
the cars that the inquest has been de- 
cided upon as the most logical meth- 
od of clearing 
a-way 
suspicions of 


either one of the other. 
There 
is little probability of the 
jury finding Bassett 
came to 
his 
death through violence—unless new- 
evidence and information from pri- 
vate investigation is brought out at 
the inquest. The belief of the police 
department 
is that the man was 
struck 
by a railway 
train as 
he 
climbed the steep incline to the right 
of way. Although not a bone in his 
hody was broken the police point to 
the "skull fracture and reason that he 
deliberately walked into the train. It 
has further been learned that Baesett 
was intoxicated when 
he left 
the 
home of Charles Munson, a short dis- 
tance away, but a few moments be- 
fore, and that on his leaving the Mun- 
sons. because 
of his condition, ad- 
vised him not to take the short-cut on 
the railway right of way but to go 
round-about several blocks by-the way 
of the Hanson Furniture factory to 
his residence at the Bert Grodivant 
home on Williams street. 
The police have accounted for the 
expenditure of all but ?2.S8 of a rail- 
road check of $21 Bassett drew at the 
Milwaukee road depot at 5:30 o'clock

afternoon. 
The 
missing 
amount "they 
claim was 
spent for 
liquor. 
When his body was found, 
near it was a j^inny-sack containing 
twenty-one bottles- of beer and flask 
of distilled liquor. 
It is the 
general 
opinion among 
those who 
have followed 
the case 
that the text of the coroner's jury 
will be to the 
effect 
that Bassett 
came to his death through unknown 
causes, but most presumably due to 
a railroad accident.
